The producers* p ro p ertie s arc not 
only practically all listed but values are placed 
upon them out of all pro p o rtio n to o th e r c h a r­ 
ac te r of p ro p erty , if we m easure values acco rd ­ 
ing 
to 
incomes. 
In 
m an y 
in stan ces 
tax es 
on 
farm s and ran ches equal and so m etim es exceed 
th e y early ren tal incom e. 
If this w ere a tte m p t­ 
ed in relatio n to intangible ta x e s th e re is n o t a 
cou rt in the land w ould sustain it— and should 
not do so, b e c a u s e it w ould be confiscation.

those responsible explain. 
The su p re m e c o u rt of the U nited S ta te s a few
